Sweeps City 


St. Joseph, Mo., Hit 
After Cloudburst 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo. (AP)—A tor­ 
rent of water up to IO feet deep 
surged through St. Joseph’s north 
sic^ late Monday night after a 
cloudburst north of the city. 
One man drowned 
Despite 
widespread 
damage 
there were no reports of missing 
persons. 
The body of William M. Thomas 
was found four blocks from where 
the water swept him from his 
car. 
Property dam age was tremen 
dous, but no one would estimate 
the monetary loss immediately. 
Merrill Chilcote, managing edi 
tor of toe St. Joseph News-Press, 
who made a tour of the area, said 
“ It’s terrific. It’s unbelievable how 
much dam age could bo inflicted 
in such a short time It’s a mir­ 
acle no one else got it.”

on

slopes of St. Joseph 
a city of 
79,000 population in northwestern 
Missouri, was measured at four 
Inches — in one hour. 
It was one of a series of thun­ 
derstorms which p ra n c e d at least 
two tornadoes across the Missouri 
River in northeastern Kansas No 
one was injured. 
The St. Joseph Pood followed 
the Great Western Railroad tracks 
through an older section of tile 
city. The area is a combination 
business and residential district. 
Police estimated the flood rone 
was two or throe blocks wide and 
about four miles long. There was 
speculation that 
clogged 
sewers 
contributed to the flood. The water 
yeceded rapidly. 
St. 
Joseph 
avenue, 
the 
main 
street in the district, roughly pa­ 
rallels the railroad.

The flood smashed the windows 
of the big Green Hills superm ar­ 
ket just as eight clerks were clos­ 
ing the store.

Mrs. Glenn Case, wife of one of 
the clerks, arrived in a car to pick 
up her husband just as the water 
hit. She and their three small chil 
dren were trapped in the car. 
Alfred Dougal, one of the clerks, 
reached the car and passed the 
woman and children up to the 
other men on the roof.

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American Trade 
Boom Stumps 
Some Experts 


Optim ism Runs High 
Although Idle Total 
Tops Pre-Recession 


By SAM DAWSON 
AP Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP) - The snap 
back in American industry and 
trade has stum ped some of the 
experts. It has put a new face 
on the U.S. economy in the “yes 
of the world. It has built up con­ 
fidence at home — all the way 
from the optim istic stock trader 
on Wall Street to the free spend. 
mg consum er on Main Street. 
And now the upswing is gener­ 
ating some effects by itself. They 
promise to pull general business 
still higher—with the chief obsta­ 
cle to this at the moment, the 
threat of a steel strike. 
The growth of the economy was 
greater in the earlier months of 
the year than first anticipated 
It 
wiped out almost all of the reces­ 
sion spots. 
Some rem ain in certain regions 
and in scattered industries—nota­ 
bly rn the capital goods industries 
that supply equipm ent, plant and 
tools to other producers. And un­ 
em ployment, although falling, is 
still higher than before the re­ 
cession. 
But business is continuing its 
climb into new high ground and 
confidence is mounting. 
Abroad 
the 
quick 
snapback 
from 
recession 
in 
the 
United 
States has had three effects: 
1. It has alleviated any fears 
others felt of being d r a g g e d 
down by the American slum p— 
and has boosted some of their ex­ 
ports to us, such as autos. 
2. It has given the nations that 
supply raw m aterials to the world 
fresh hope of soon restoring their 
old export figures—and perhaps 
regaining their ability to buy our 
exports.
